CLAIMS 

1 . A method for displaying real-time status of product availability 
composting: 

automatically querying a database at regular time intervals for a date 
when each p)oduct will be ready for shipment for a plurality of products, and if the 
date does not e\ist, skipping that product, otherwise; 

fo\each product, counting a number of days between a current date 
and the date when the product will be ready for shipment to create a number of days 
before the product is available; and 

displaying when the product is available for shipment. 

^0\J \ 2. \ The method of claim 1 wherein the step of querying also includes 
^^ryir\g the o^tabase for a number of orders, a product category for each order, and 
sales revenue foV each order, and further comprises: 

adding the number of orders for each product category to create a sum 
of the number of orders for each product category; and 

adding \he sales revenue from each order in each product category to 
create a sum of the total revenue for each product category; 

displaying \c sum of the number of orders for each product category; 

and 

displaying the suVn of the total revenue for each product category. 



3. The method of claim\ wherein the displaying step includes displaying 

the number of days until the product is\vailable for shipment. 
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4. The methdd of claim 1 further comprising creating a plurality of 
display categories, wheriineach display category depends on the number of days 
before the product is available. 

5. The method of oj^im 4 wherein the plurality of display categories 
includes: 

displaying a first tfeieit-defined message if the number of days before 
the product is available is greater trail a user-defined number; and 

displaying a second u&pfr-defmed message if the number of days before 
the product is available is less than a uVer-defined number. 

6. The method of claim 5 whMrein the first user-defined message is "call 
for availability" and the second user-defineJj^message is "ready for immediate 
shipment." 

7. The method of claim 1 wherein the^step of automatically querying is 
performed in real-time. 



v8. A computer-readable medium having stored thereon one or more 

computenprograms that, when executed by one or more computers, causes the one or 

more computers to: 

populate a database with data to include a date when each product will 

be available for shipment for a plurality of products; 
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periodically query the database to obtain the date for the products 
while ignoring\hose products that do not have a valid shipment date; 

c<\unt a number of days for each product between a current date and 
the date when the Woduct will be ready for shipment to create a number of days 
before the product iaavailable; and 

display the number of days before the product is available. 

9. The computer-readable medium of claim 8 where the computer 
program further causes theVme or more computers to: 

apply the number of days before the product is available to a calendar 
starting from the current date;\and 

display a date when the product will be available. 



\ 10. The computer-readable medium of claim 8 where the computer 
prograiAfurther causes the one or more computers to:: 

\ populate the database with data to include number of orders, a product 
category foneach order, and sales revenue for each order; 

Vdd the number of orders for each product category together to create a 
sum of the numwer of orders for each product category; 

addVhe sales revenue for the number of orders in each product 
category together to Aureate a sum of the total revenue for each product category; and 
display wie sum of the number of orders for each product category and 
the sum of the total revenue for each product category. 
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1 1 . The coiri^trter-readable medium of claim 8 where the computer 
program further causes the 6ne or more computers to: 

create a plurality of categories for display, wherein determination of a 
category depends on the number W days before the product is available. 

12. The computer-readable medium of claim 1 1 wherein the plurality of 
categories includes a first category forWders including orders where the number of 
days before the product is available is greater than a user-defined number, and a 
second category for orders including orders where the number of days before the 
product is available is less than a user-defined number, wherein the computer program 
further causes the one or more computers to: 

display a first user-defined message for each order in the first category; 

and 

display a second user-defined message for each order in the second 

category. 

13. The computer-readable medium of claim 1 /Wherein the first user- 
defined message is "call for availability" and the second user\lefined message is 
"ready for immediate shipment.' 



14. The computer-readable medium of claim 1 1 wherein\he plurality of 

categories includes a category for orders where the number of days before the product 

is available is within a user-defined range of values, wherein the computer program 

further causes the one or more computers to: 
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display a useifdefined message for each order within the category. 

15. The computer-readable medium of claim 8 wherein the periodic query 
of the database is performed at least every time a request for information is made. 

16. A computer data signal representing a sequence of instructions that, 
when executed by one or more processors, cause the one or more processors to: 

maintain a database containing at least a date when each product will 
be ready for shipment, 

jeriodically obtain from the database the date when each product will 
be ready for shipment while ignoring an entry if such date does not exist; 

couVit a number of days between today and the date each product will 
be ready for shipment to create a number of days before the product is available; and 
display the corresponding date when the product will be available. 



1 7. The computer data signal pf claim 1 6 further causing the one or more 
processors to; 

apply the number of days before the product is available to a calendar 
starting from the current date; and 

display the number of days ftefore the product is available. 



1 8. The computer data signal of ^laim 1 6 further causing the one or more 
processors to; 
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display a first user-defined message if the number of days before the 
product is available isWeater than a user-defined number; and 

display a second user-defined message if the number of days before the 
product is available is leas than a user-defined number. 

1 9. The computer data signal of claim 1 6 wherein the one or more 
processors periodically obtains data every 0 to 60 seconds. 

20. The computer data signal of claim 1 6 wherein the data is obtained at 
intervals greater than once al minute. 

21 . The computerldata signal of claim 16 wherein the signal obtains data 
every time information is requested. 
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
